The Plus Program is a nation-wide federally funded TRIO grant program from the U.S. 
Department of Education. 


The Plus Program is dedicated to helping a minimum of 150 students at Clatsop Com- 
munity College. Eligible students who are committed to their college education will be of 
fered free academic and support services. 


Some of the services provided are: 


Class Advising, Tutoring (individual, peer, or group), Workshops, Counseling 
(career, life planning, academic, and personal), College Transfer Assistance,

PHOTO STUDENT BODY CARDS 

lt takes about 5 minutes to have your CCC photo student body card made. 
Having a photo ID will expedite library transactions. Check at the circulation 
desk. 


USE OF COMPUTERS 

The computers in the Learning Resource Center are for research 
(except for one terminal dedicated to e-mail use). Research means that the 
LRC computers are not to be used for e-mail, chat rooms, word processing, 
personal web surfing, ... . You can sign up to use the research computers up 
to one week in advance in 30-minutes blocks, not to exceed two hours per 
day. The computer reserved for e-mail has a limit of one 30-minute block per 
day. 

With the purchase of a lab pass, students have access to the computer 
labs (T100) on campus where they do word processing, etc. Please take 
advantage of this opportunity. Also, remember there are computers in the 
ASBG office if there is no room in the computer lab. 


NEW AUTOMATED SYSTEM 

We begin the Fall 99 term with the Voyager system. Our collection is on-line 
and can be accessed from off campus at /ibrary.clatsop.cc.or.us. With the 
new system, there may be glitches, so please be patient.
